English Mail. 

Mr. Mundella, M. P., iu a recent 
speech, attributed the deelino of pau- 
perism, in tho face of depression of 
trade, to the greater providence of the 
working classes, contending that their 
tastes and habits had improved, and 
exm-essed his belief that in proportion 
as'this improvement took place they 
would cease to be drunken or debased. 

The Glasgow corporation has just 
increased the salary of the.towu clerk 
to £3,500 per ai.num. 

A crowded meeting has been held 
at Canterbury for tho purpose of es- 
tablishing a local school of cookery. 
The mayor, who presided, said he 
knew of no subject of so much import- 
ance in the homes of tho middlo and 
working classes, and he hoped Mr. 
Buckmaster's visit would lend some 
practical result. 

The Bombay "Gazette" states that 
the Maharajah of Cashmero has im- 
ported from Franco 250,000 vines, 
capable of making more than double 
the number of trees, which a French 
gentleman has come to Bombay from 
Cashmere to receive on behalf of the 
Maharajah, who intends to grow grapes 
on a largo scale iu his territories, and 
make wine therefrom. 

The Russian budget for tho ctiirent 
year, which has just been issued by 
the Minister of Finance, shows an es- 
timated revenue of £77,007,000, and 
an expenditure of £77,000,000 and 
thus anticipates a surplus of about 
£1,000. 

The Vanguard has at last been sold 
to the Ship Salvage Association, who 
will commence operations upon her as 
soon as they can get their pontoons 
ready, and they confidently expect to 
raise her. The difhcuky hereto has 
been to get a diving dress capable of 
standing the pressure of 130 feet of 
water. This difficulty has been over- 
come, and Messrs. Taylor of Newgate 
street, are making an improved dress 
which will enable men to work at 130 
feet, or at a pressure of three atmos- 
pheres. The terms of the purchaso are 
alternative — that is to say, tho Govern- 
ment will hare tho power to purchase 
the ship if they like for a sum named 
in the contract, or the Association will 
take the ship if tho Government do- 
clino to press their claim. There is no 
doubt that the Government will not 
buy her. Sho is a very Lino vessel, but 
as an iron clad sho is obsolete. Tho 
h>ure at which tho company will take 
her is between £20,001) and £30,000, 
so that, reckoning their outgoing, sho 
will cost them, say, £10U,000 with all 
stores.

Facts about Russia. — Until quite 
lately nobody has cared to know any- 
thing about tho political history of 
liussia. Such subjects as tho Knout, 
the Siberian mines, or tho scandals of 
Russian princesses have, it is true, 
possessod an interest for English read- 
ers, but a systematic work on Russia 
has never appeared until now, and it 
comes at an accoptiblo time, for tho 
' public, is at last interested in this great 
Empire. Tho author of the work in 
question, which has just been pub- 
lished in London under tho tillo of 
"Russia," is a Mr. D. Mackenzie Wal- 
lace, and ho has succeeded in pre- 
senting in an easily digestiblo form a 
great amount of information. His 
opinion of tho Russian clergy is a low 
ono, and, because ho rogards them as 
infinitely inferior to Protestant pas- 
tors, he looks upon tho promotors of a 
Bchomo to unite tho Angolican and tho 
Russian Churches as over- sanguine, 
and warns "simple-minded, well- 
meaning people" that "tho priest is 
an absurdity." In tho north of Russia 
it appoars that tho condition of tho 
poasantry is most unonviablo, gtho 
united toil of a family in hunting and 
fishing only realizing about? GO per an- 
num, out of which more than $10 goes to 
pay taxes. Mr. Wallaco draws a curious 
distinction between the manners of a 
Russian parvenu merchant and our 
own, His ostentation differs from 
English snobbery and and American 
shoddyism. Ho delights it is true, iu 
gaudy reoeption rooms, magnificent 



dinners, fast trotters, and costly furs, 
hut ho never affects to bo moro than 
what he really is. Ho wears a cos- 
tume which marks his actual position, 
and "ho has a plain, unaffected man- 
ner, and sometimes a certain quiet 
dignity, which contrasts favorably with 
tho affected manner of those nobles of 
the lower ranks who make pretousions 
to being highly educated, and strive to 
adopt tho outward forms of French cul- 
ture."

— Charles T. Jones, 
a clerk in tho Consolidated Bank, com- 
mitted snicido by shooting himself iu the 
head with a revolver tliis morning. Tho 
deed was evidently premeditated, as ho 
retired about cloven o'clock to tho cellar 
below tho bauk building, and, lying down 
on his back on two boxes, placed his hat 
and gloves beneath his head, and Bhot 
himself through tho right temple with a 
largo Smith & Weston soveu shooter. Mr. 
Jones, who was a native of Brockville, 
was 25 years old. Tho only cause assign- 
ed for his act is liquor, as ho had boon 
drinking heavily of late. His accounts 
are said to bo all right. 

A London Cab Mystery. — Mysteries 
are unfortunately only too common in 
London — so common, indeed, that tho 
term "mystery" is fast superseding 
tho good old-fashioned ono of "mur- 
der." Of ail tho mysteries, however, 
that havo of late occurred, few, if any, • 
aro more puzzling than tho "Ecleston 
Square Mystery. A cab driver uam- 
od Oronin was charged at tho West- 
minister Police Court with being drunk 
and incapable in Eclestou Square. Of 
his incabability there was no doubt, 
for ho was found by a policeman iu 
tho square at 3 in tho morning, lying 
on soino steps; his hat was gone and 
so was his cab and horso; nor had tho 
police been able to obtain any clue as 
to what had become of tho missing 
vehicle. A hat they had found lying 
in tho road, but it was an opera hat, 
tho ownership of which was disclaimed 
by the cabman. No light could be 
thrown upon tho mystery by tho de- 
fendant, who said ho had driven a 
"noble lord" from tho Coven t Garden 
to Pimlico. Ono of tho "noble lord's" 
retaincra brought him out something 
to drink, anil then he drovo his lord- 
ship "God knows where." Memory 
at this point beeamo a blank and he 
remembered nothing moro until he 
was found haltloss and cabless by the 
policeman on tho door-step. Ho was 
remanded for further inquiries. In 
tho meantime there are missing tho 
cabman's hat (which ho states is made 
of felt), his horse and cab and a

""assisted" immigration. 

Wo publish in another column n 
letter from a resident of Norwich, On- 
tario. The writer is the father of a 
large family, and his growing boys 
want elbowroom, which they think 
can bo found in British Columbia. 
They have read all about the climate 
and resources of tho Province in Mr. 
Anderson's essay; and would gladly 
come out and engage in farm- 
ing could they do so without 
having their small means absorbed 
in traveling expenses. Tho cost of 
reaching British Columbia via tho 
overland railway is great, and wo do 
not wonder that persous of slender 
capital hesitato to undertake a trip the 
fares alone of which aro sufficiently 
largo to exhaust their slender store 
of money. Tho writer points to the 
example of tho Australasian colonies, 
who subsidise ships at New York to 
carry immigrants for the moio cost of 
what they eat on tho voyage, the 
colonies arranging for tho tares. 
But, the Australian colonies are 
wealthy. One of them has an enor- 
mous annual surplus of rovenuo and 
all aro in a condition of material pros- 
perity that this Provfnce cannot hopo 
to reach for many years. Still a great 
deal might bo done, by our Govern- 
ment to aid families willing to come 
with the labor, the knowledge and the 
experience so necessary to a new coun- 
try without crippling the revenue. 
About two years ago, through tho in- 
strumentality of this journal, the then 
Government were induced to aid a 
number of New Brunswick families 
to settle in tho Province, and 
we believe that the present Govern- 
ment havo assisted in tho same direc- 
tion. These families nro now settled 
at different points along the East Coast 
of the Island and aro apparently thriv- 
ing and contented. Exactly the 
amount of tho aid extended them we 
do not now remember; bu^ wo know 
that it was sufficient to effect a con- 
siderable reduction in the fares. 
There is no reason why the persons 
our correspondent represents should 
not receivo similar consideration; and 
we believe they will receive it. It is 
proper that it should be pointed out 
to "Papyrus" that there is another 
and cheaper means of communication 
between Canada and British Columbia 
than by the route ho has indicated. 
We mean tho route via Panama and 
San Francisco. By employing it three 
weeks and a half would bo consumed 
in reaching San Francisco from On- 
tario, but tho expense would be nearly 
one-half that required if the overland 
route were followed. The idea thrown 
oat by our correspondent that tho 
Government should try and induce the 
Pacific Railroad Company to reduce 
taeir fares in favor of immigrants 
buying through tickets is a good one: 
and might be succcssfuly carried out 
with tho aid of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, who have a direct in- 
terest in encouraging travel to this 
Province. 



FINANCIAL. 



Tho promise of tho Finance Minis- 
ter, on Friday, to lay befovo the House 
with the .Budget a complete exposition 
of the financial condition of the Pro- 
vince is satisfactory. Tho deuiaud vl 
tho Committee on tho Government was 
irregular. They airogated to them- 
selves power tho House had not con- 
ferred upon them. As a Committeo of 
the House they could only examine 
into matters that wero confided to 
them by tho House. For instance, 
thoro had been sent to them a state- 
ment of receipt and expenditure lor 
187(5. It is their duty to inquire into 
tho correctness of thatstatement. When 
the Budget is laid before the House 
tho Committeo will bo required to in- 
vestigate tho correctness of all matters 
relating thereto; but they cannot fore- 
stall tho Government; nor, lor the 
matter of that, can they forestall the 
House, by inquiring into matters that 
have not fast bceu laid before tho 
House. To permit a Committee to 
consider documents that tho llou.so 
has not yet seen and, therefore, can- 
not instruct tho Committeo to examine, 
is contrary to all rule and precedent, 
as was clearly shown by Mr. Mara. 
The debate wasted a good deal of val- 
uably time; but it had one good effect: 
It virtually wrung a confession from 
tho ex-Provincial Secretary that the 
lato Government had acted without 
due consideration when they consent- 
ed to accept lego nionoy advances 
from Canada. If tho speech of the 
honorable gentleman meant anything 
it meant an apology to tho country for 
having assisted in framing a policy 
that bound it financially hand uml 
foot to Canada at a time when Canada 
owed us a railway and was sooking a 
relaxation of tho obligation. The 
Doctor's confession must havo dono 
his soul good; aud tho ox-Chief was 
heard to warble 'sotto voca,' as he lis- 
tened to tho repentant Doctor's words: 

••While tho lamp lioldi out to bum, 
ihe vilest Blnuer may return."

Want to Come; but Deterred by the 
Coit. 

Norwich, Out., Feb. 12th, 1S77. 
Editor Colonist: — Having heard a 
good deal of late concerning British 
Columbia, I feel myself, rather predis- 
posed in its favor as a successful emi- 
gration-field for practical farmers, &c. 
I therefore take the liberty of asking 
for a little space in your columns in 
which to offer a few remarks relating 
thereto. 

I have read with much intorest a 
pamphlet issued by your government 
and also a copy of your Land Act re- 
ceived from tho Deputy Provincial 
Secretary; and I readily admit that tho 
statements therein contained as to tho 
resources and future prospects of the 
country convey, not only a very 
graphic description of them, but car- 
ry on their surface the impress of truth 
making every allowance for tho very 
natural zeal of the writer, and his de- 
sire to say nothing absolutely detri- 
mental to tho interests of his adopted 
country. 

The chief obstacle in the way of 
substituting fur that migratory clas 
of gold hunters which entered the 
province somo seventeen years ago a 
permanent settlement of thrifty agri 
culturists, consists in I ho great ex 
pense of tho journey from this portion 
of the American continent, — an item of 
cost so serious as to be insurmount- 
able in tho case of thousands of other- 
wise eligible immigrants. There nro 
many families hero who would will 
ingly settle in your midst, provided 
they could rely upon receiving some 
material aid from your government. 
Without such aid, in cases whero the 
family is large and the means restrict- 
ed, their united capital would bo well- 
nigh exhausted in tho transit. 

It is a problem which has been prac- 
tically solved by various governments, 
that money carefully expended with 
the object of encouraging emigration 
will recoup itself in a little while by 
the indirect advantages resulting from 
tho increase of population; tending to 
enrich rather than impoverish the 
national exchequer. The governments 
of Queensland and New Zealand, res- 
pectively, have for many years offered 
free passages to some ami great in- 
ducements to other classes of emi- 
grants, while at ihe present moment 
persons between 12 and .It) years of 
ago can go from New York to Sydney 
(N. S. W.) for (he sun, of $37^ (includ- 
ing provii ion.- ) and §18 lor ages rang 
iug between 2 and 12 years, infants 
free. To go lo Australia will involve 
a voyage ol tlu-e-e months duration at 
the least, and therefore the price de- 
manded will not nior« than cover the 
cost of provisions alone. 

.Now if 1 should desire iu tako my 
family from here to Vaucouvei Island 
via San Francisco, I should have to 
pay even for the lowest or "emigrant" 
class to San Francisco at least $G(J per 
adult, with no provisions and no sleep- 
ing accommodation beyond what the 
comfortless :.eats, surrounded per- 
chance by uncongenial company, 
squalling babies, and all tho refin- 
ing influences which coarse language, 
fumesofbad whisky and tobacco smoke 
may occasionally afford. And hero 
let mfl remark that (unless I an. wrong- 
ly informed ) children over live years of 
ago are charged fill! fare, and baggage 
over fid lbs. in weight is charged 15 
cents a pound additional. To the 
above amount must be added (lie faro 
from San Francii oo to Victoria by 
steamer, and the expense of a possible 
detention at. the former port for a day 
or two. 1 submit, therefore, that these 
figures when multiplied by tho num- 
ber of members composing a largo 
family represent* such u formidable 
amount as lo become, in the majority 
of eases of intending emigrants, prac- 
tically prohibitive; whereas if the Gov- 
ernment, could induce the Pacific 
Railroad Company to lessen their 
preiiont most exorbitant charges in 
tnu case of bona fide "through emi- 
grants," many hundred of this class 
might avail themselves of tho advan- 
tages offered them by your youthful 
Province, and aid materially in swell- 
ing out their own traffic returnr. 
But, oo the other hand, should tho 
Railroad Company be jealous enough 
to refuse co operation with your Gov- 
ernment in i his important respect, 
then, in nil probability, Columbia is 
likely to remain a sort of inaccessible 
terra incognita for many yeurs to como |

Thirty wintered tit Tel- 
egraph and about 100 ut Glenora and vi- 
cinity — imikiug nbont 300 miners and 
others in the Cassiar district this season, 

H. Thibert and Mr. Porter had gone 
prospecting and had not returned, so the 
result of their trip is not known; but the 
miners expect a f.vvorable report and are 
full of hope of a rich discovery. Feed 
for auitnaU wits very scarce, l urk wus 
preparing to go down from Skakesvillo on 
tho Stiekeen to tho H. Li.

Carpenter is a very ban Isome man 
of forty-lbe or filty, s imewtiat florid and 
somewhat r.tout, but withal line looking, 
with gray hair and mustache, no other 
beird, and with a direct, emphatic speech, 
lie has lost nemo of the old-time vigor for 
which lie was characterized, and when he 
speaks attention is undivided.

While Sir William Johnson was su- 
ponntendant of Indian affaira in tho 
Mohawk Vnlloy, iu 1775, ono of his 
stnunchest friends was tho old Molmwl; 
Sachem, Hendrick. Sir William had 
great coulidenco in tho old chief'sjudg 
ment, and seldom made a move against 
tho hostile Indians without consulting 
him. "If fbeyaro to light, they are 
loo few; if they aro to be killed they are 
too many;" was his laconic response lo 
Johnson's question touching f he pro 
piiotyof sending out a email body of 
men which be bad organized against an 
expected invasion. 

Ou a certain occasion Sir William 
was unpacking a large box of clothing 
which ho had just received from Eng- 
land. Heudiick chanced to he oresent 
and was particularly attrcted by a richly 
embroidered coat which he saw' brought 
forth anil shaken out in all its glitteri ug 
splendor of gold lace and gilded 
buttons and bright silk facings. The 
Old Indian's eyes sparkled, and he 
could scarcely keep his hands from 
tho coveted prize. But he held back, 
and held bis peace for the lime. 

On the following morning, however, 
tho cheftaiu awaited upon the govern, 
or for a pu/poso us was evident from 
tbo intensity of his look. 

'Sir William, 'eaid ho with wido-open 
eyes, and a general expression of wond- 
er, 'me have a great dream last, night. 
Me dream thai you say to mo' — 'good 
Hendrick, you have been my friend, 
and now I u ill reward you'' And you 
gave me the new coat; with the bright 
gold on it, that came in tho box.' 

The baronet reflected a few moments 
and finally said ; 

"It is true, Hendrick, you have been 
my friend. The coat is yourp." 

The chief went fairly beside himself 
with delight. 

A few days after that, said Sir Wil- 
liam to his dusky ally : 

"Hendrick, I had a dream last 
night. 

"I dreamed that you took mo by the 
hand, and said to mo, "Sir William 
Johnson, you have been my true 
friend, and I will give you proof of 
my great lovo for you." And you gave 
mo the tract of laud on tho great river 
andCanadaCreek," describing a square 
territory embracing nearly one hun- 
dred thousand ucres of laud. 

The old, chieftain, was for a little 
timo utterly confounded. This wits 
tho fairest of his domain. But be was 
not to bo outdone in generosity. 

"My pale-faced brother,"" ho at 
length said, "tho land is yours." 

And after a pause ho added, with a 
significant nod: 

"Sir William, we won't dream any 
moii-. You dream too big for me.' 

Tho title of tho land was confirmed 
to Sir William by tho British Govern- 
ment, aud called tho Royal Grant. The 
laud wus north of tbe Mohawk, and lay 
mostly iu what is now Herkimer 
county.

On February (Jth tho Hon. Arthur 
Strutt aud his brother-in-law, Mr, 
Coore, were in tho wheelhouse at Mil- 
ford Mills, near Belper, ^Ir. (Jooro 
having one of Mr. Strutt's children in 
his anna. Mr. Strutt was pointing 
out to Mr. Coore with his umbrella 
some weed growing on the rack of the 
wheel. To do so he had to slightly 
bend his head, and in doing this he 
was knocked into tbe cylinder of tho 
wheel, and was killed instantaneously. 
Tho body when taken out of the water, 
was found lo bo in a dreadfully muti- 
lated btate. Tho deceased gentleman 
was the .second son of Lord Belper, 
Ho was born iu 1842, and was educat- 
ed at Cambridge, where ho look the 
degree of M. A. He was married in 
187b", to a daughter of -Mr. A. L M.P, 
do Lisle, of Grace Dean Manor, 
Leicestershire. Ho leaves two child- 
ren. He was a magistrate of tho county 
of Derby, aud captain of tho Belper 
corps of volunteers.

How- 
ever, Mr. Editor, I partly know the reason of Mr, VI- 
pout's enmity, and that in, if you lend anyone money 
at any time he is sure to be your enemy, and that Is 
|ust my esse wtth him. As vhon Vipont camo to 
work with mo somo three years ago, alter being here 
a low weeks he asked mo to lend him some money to 
bring bin wife and family from Ihe States, whllh I 
did and without interest. This money wis repaid 
In small sums extending over a period of two years. 
Mr. Vipont was also unfortunate enough (through 
his own carelessness and laziness) to get his leg bro- 
ken. I was not backward in assisting him while un- 
lit for work, ami before he wan in a lit condition to 
do bo, he asked mo for a contract of tho running of 
the coul iu the mine, which 1 gave him at the price 
h; asked. Before the end of the first mouth he came 
to me and said that he would be unablo to pay his 
men. I throw the contract aside, and not only made 
up the deficiency to bis men, but paid him wages for 
every day he worked. 

The public have heard Vipont's abuse of mo at u 
meeting of miners. I have now given a brief state, 
ment oi my treatment of him whilo in my employ. 
Let thcni judge between us. 

Probably it might not be out of place to stato that 
no grievance was complained of when the demand of 
an advanco of '.'II cents per ton was made, but the re- 
instatement or one mail who was alleged to have 
his discharge. The wighing machine, was adjusted, 
as I have already stated, lo Ihe satisfaction of all 
that were present on the lirbt of February, ond I 
beard no mention of it by anyone, until 20 days after 
tlie strike took plaoe. 

There might have been a grievance niodo of the 7 
boxes being considered a day's work (although It wan 
a rule made by t he miners) as many in tbo mine have 
told me frequently that they could send out 8 every 
day. Even ouo man went as far os to curso tho rule 
they had made themselves, and stated that he could 
send out 10 each day.
